An interesting visitor to the Anti- 
och News office Tuesday morning 
was Seleiier Oftedahl,,. who 'with his 
family was interned in the- Japandse 
prison camp, at Santo Tomas, Manila, 
P; L, for 37 months,, and who is .now 
vacationing at Loon lake, ,where' his 
sister, Mrs. ;J. M. Pedersen of 1212 
Fair Oaks, Oak Park, III., lias a cot- 
tage.'; 

Oftedahl was "a resident of Manila, 
where he was in the telephone busi- 
ness,' and Svas among the civilians 
who were interned when the city was 
surrendered. His wife and daughter 
were with hirn^ in the internment 
camp. 

Internees were allowed about one- 
half pound of food daily, he said. He 
himseK lost' 81 pounds during -tlie 
three years. The average weight loss 
was 76 pounds. The women seemed, 
as a rule, to hold up better than the 
men under the starvation diet. 

Tliere were banana and breadfruit 
trees growing in tlieir compound, but 
OS soon as the fnilt was ripe, the Japs 
would take it, he commented. 

Fantastic prices were paid for ad- 
ditional food— when it, could be ob- 
tained— Oftedahl observed. Oleomar- 
gerine was $90 a pound. For the. last 
sugar he bought while in the camp, he 
paid $200 a kilo (a little over two 
pounds). Tlie low food prices here 
were the niost astounding thing to 
him after he arrived in the States, 
Many former Manila boys were 
among Hie troops who liberated the 
prisoners, and there were some happy 
reunions, he remarked.

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Rationing — ^What ARE We Going: 

' to DO About It? 

Two interesting and widely divergent views on the 
rationing situation have been brought to our attention 
recently. ,. 

One was that of a housewife who said, "I donit 
know why they don't just take the rationing restrictions 
off "and just let people buy whatever there is, and let the 
dealers charge whatever they want for tt. If anyone. can 
^fford a thing, I think it's allright for them to buy it." 

The other was a request from the Office of Ptice 
Administration to publish an appeal to the general pub- 
lic to help combat black markets and inflation. 

Now, we don't think the lady who so fankly ex- 
t)resscd her dislike of rationing was cither an ignoramus 
era traitor, and we figure the OPA isn't perfect, either, 
■which we guess it would be pretty willing to admit. 

However, we often wonder how many people have 
ever given much thought to the purpose behind ration- 
ing. 

For instance, if prices were allowed to go as high 
as they would under the pressure of supply and demand, 
it is generally conceded that they would go mighty high. 
We are just wondering how often, in that event, the wife 
of a serviceman who was feeding two or three children 
on an allotment of $100 or $120 a month could afford to 
feed her children butter, meat, sugar, cheese and a few 
other foods that are "short" on supply and long on de- 
mand? And there are quite a few families where there 
arc a number of small children and where income is not 
any too great. Just how would they fare? What about 
those elderly, handicapped or invalided persons who 
iiave small fixed incomes that allow for a meager living 
at best? Just how much could they afford? 

Not everyone has been drawing "war wages" — and 
of those who do, many could not afford to meet inflated 
prices. 

We don't know, of course, but it looks to us as 
though many of those who could AFFORD inflation pri- 
ces aren't the ones who need the scarce foods the most. 
Our nominations for favored consideration wouldn't be 
based on an "ability to pay" standard, we arc afraid, as it 
looks to us as though children, invalids and persons do- 
ing heavy manual labor would not get a very good deal 
that way. 

Before passing on the OPA's appeal, we will con- 
cede that in our opinion the OPA has made some fairly 
juicy mistakes. At the same time, however, it's the best 
device we have for the purpose, and cooperation from 
the general public ought to make it more, rather than 
less, efficient. 

The OPA's appeal is as follows:
